CANADIAN PEA JACKET. ON RING FINGER WORE LARGE BLACK 
ONYX INTAGLIO ROMAN SOLDIER'S HEAD ON GOLD BAND. NO 
WRIST WATCH. HE IS ABOUT SIX FEET THREE INCHES TALL AND 
WEIGHS LESS THAN 150 POUNDS. HAS DARK BROWN HAIR AND 
GENERALLY WEARS GLASSES.
